It W ill Stimulate W ave of Crime. 


Paris, Sept. 16.—T he Increasing In­ 
dignation of th e m asses against the 
escape ffrom the guillotine of Solell- 
lant, known aa the “ M onstrous Viola­ 
tor and M urderer," w hose sentence to 
death for the atrocious m urder of a 
twelve-year-olil 
girl w as 
commuted 
last week by P re sid e n t Fallleres to 
life im prisonm ent, w as expressed S un­ 
day in a series 
of th e 
m ost curious 
publls m anifestations 
th a t have oc­ 
curred in France for a long time The 
dem onstration, despite 
the fact th a t 
several arrests were m ade, w as alm ost 
entirely an orderly one. 
Many women 
participated. 
It w as organized not so 
m uch against Solelllant as to express 
the voice of the people against the 
w ave of unspeakable crim es commit- 
d on little girls, w hich lately has In­ 
creased 
to an alarm in g 
degree mid 
which it is feared th e com m utation of 
th e sentence 
of Solelllant 
will only 
stimulate. 
Several thousand p e rson s 
w ere engaged In dem o nstratio ns at va­ 
rious points of the city and esi>ecially 
iarge was the crow d in th e Place St. 
\ rn bro ise, 
near which 
lived little 
M artha Erberding, th e victim of Soleil- 
lant. 
The rage of th e wom en of this 
district has been g re a t 
since P resi­ 
dent 
Fallleres 
show ed clemency 
to 
Soled Pant. 
They 
as-sembled 
with 
th eir husbands 
and o th ers 
of their 
sym pathizers and w ere augmented in 
num bers by crow ds of curious persons. 


Mob Led by a W o m a n . 


T heir orderly cries 
for justice were 
quickly changed to cries of “Death to 
Solelllant,” and “Down with F allleres” 
as th 
procession, led by a woman who 
carried a little girl on her shoulders 
w ith the purpose of Indicating the ob­ 
ject of the m anifestation, moved to­ 
ward 
the Place De La 
Republique. 
Soon 
the streets w ere 
choked by a 
vast mob and the police reserves were 
called out to disperse it. 
T he 
parade, 
however, 
assembled 
again and several m ore arrests were 
made. 
The new spapers of P aris are devot­ 
ing great space to th e Soleillant case. 
M any 
of them loudly 
condemn the 
failure of President Fallleres to perm it 
the law to take Its course and all of 
them agree th a t th e com m utation of 
this 
sentence signifies 
the passing 
forever of the guillotine from France. 
Some of the jou rnals express the opin­ 
ion that the escape of Soleillant from 
the guillotine only places a premium 
on crime. 
T he entire question of crim e will be 
taken up at the approaching session of 
parliam ent, 
especially as 
Paris and 
other large cities are becoming alarm- 
ingly infested 
w ith ano th er 
type of 
criminal, known as “ T h e Apache,” who 
In the secluded sections almost, daily 
maim and rob and som etim es m urder 
their victims.

Mistake In Order Held to Be Responsi­ 


ble for a Disastrous Wreck on the 


Boston and Maine Railroad— Injured 


Brakeman Is a Hero. 


W hite River Junction, Vt., Sept. IC. 
— A fearful head-on collision between 
the southbound Quebec express and a 
northbound freight train on the Con­ 
cord division of the Boston and Maine 
railroad occurred four miles north of 
Canaan station Sunday, due to a mis­ 
take In train dispatcher’s orders, and 
from a demolished 
passenger coach 
there 
were 
taken 
out 
twenty-five 
dead and dying and twenty-seven oth­ 
er passengers, most of them seriously 
Injured. 
N early all those who were In 
the death car were returning frt*m a 
fair at Sherbrooke, Que., sixty miles 
north. 
The conductor of the freight train 
was given to understand that he had 
plenty of time to reach a siding by 
the night operator at Canaan station, 
receiving, according 
to the superin 
tendent of the division, a copy of a 
telegraph order from 
the train dis 
patcher at 
Concord which 
confused 
the train numbers 30 and 34. 
The wreck occurred just after the 
express had rounded 
into a straight 
stretch 
of track, 
but owing 
to the 
early morning mist neither engineer 
saw 
the other’s headlight 
until too 
late.

The Quebec train 
Is known as No. 30 and the Montreal 
train as No. 34. 


Orders W ere Mixed. 


In the meantime a northbound train 
known as No. 267 had arrived at Ca­ 
naan, eighteen miles down the road, 
at 4 IO a. in., on time. 
According to 
Division Superintendent W . It. Ray, J. 
It Crowley, the night, train dispatcher 
at Concord, sent a dispatch to John 
Greeley, the night operator at Canaan, 
that Nu. 
34 was on* hour 
and ten 
minutes late. 
The order 
which Con 
dlictor Lawrence of the freight train 
showed alter the accident didstlnctly 
states that No. 30 instead of No. 34, 
was an hour and ten minutes late. Con. 
doctor Lawrence, believing 
that he 
lied sufficient time in the hour and ton 
minutes f<> reach 
the side 
track at 
West Canaan, four miles beyond, be­ 
fore 
No 3o reached it, 
ordered his 
train ahead. 
The superintendent de­ 
clared that the accident was due to 
the mistake in placing a cipher after 
the three in the number of the train 
instead of a four. 
The morning was dull and misty In 
the Western New 
Hampshire moun­ 
tains and the long freight train with 
a score of heavily 
loaded cars lum­ 
bered up the long grade toward W est 
Canaan at the usual speed. 
On the 
other side of the curve the Quebec 
express urns sliding down the single 
track with her load of passengers and 
the four heavy sleepers In the rear 
The freight train w’us on a straight 
l>lece of track about a mile In length 
and the Quebec express had rounded 
the curve Into this stretch when the 
two engineers saw the headlights of 
the opposite 
train buret out 
of the 
fog. 
Both engineers set their brakes 
aud then Jumped while tho two great 
locomotives crashed 
Into each other 
and, locked In a firm embrace, rolled 
Into the ditch. 
The baggage car til the 
rear was 
hurled hack Into the passenger coach 
like ti great ram and tore It asunder 


from end to end. 
As It did so the rear 
* nd of th# car rose up so that . when 
it stopped ut the forward end of the 
smoker, which wag behind the passen­ 
ger coach, it was well Inclined. 
Only 
a few of the windows were broken In 
th* smoking car and none of the P u ll­ 
mans was damaged. 
But the Ill-fated 
passenger coach 
was crowded with more than fifty peo­ 
ple. 
Shortly 
before the 
accident a 
few of the men had gone back into the 
smoking car in the rear, leaving the 
women 
to get a little sleep 
in the 
straight seats. 
One of those who es­ 
caped 
said that 
as the train 
was 
rounding a curve someone In the front 
of 
the car 
began to 
sing, 
so that 
nearly every one was awake when the 
crash came. 
Those who were In the 
other 
cars 
recovered 
their 
dazed 
senses, Jumped out to the side of the 
track and hurried to the demolished 
passenger coach, where groans, cries I 
m d shrieks were rending the air. 


Wreckage Did Not Catch Fire. 


Fortunately, with the engines off to 
one side, the wreckage did not take 
fire and add further horror to the a1- ( 
ready 
dreadful 
scene. 
The 
train i 
hands, ably seconded by the passen­ 
gers from the sleeping 
cars, groped , 
their way among the ruins and began 
the work of rescue. 
The bodies of 
the dead were laid beside the track 
quickly, 
while 
the rescuers 
turned 
their attention to those who needed 
ald. 
Great beams were lifted, broken 
joists 
were thrown aside 
and 
the 
bleeding 
and mangled 
forms 
were 
dragged out and laid on the hacks of 
broken seats or upon blankets from 
the 
sleeping 
cars. 
Wounds 
were 
hastily bound up and cuts staunched 
by strips of bedding from the sleep­ 
ers. 
The little band worked diligent­ 
ly in the dawning light before the doc­ 
tors came. 
The neighborhood Is a sparsely set­ 
tled one, 
but the few farmers 
were 
aroused 
and lent 
every aid 
to the 
work of succor. 
In 
the meantime 
word had 
been 
smit back to this place and to Concord 
and Hanover, and within an hour a 
large terce of physicians was hurry­ 
ing to the scene. 
The accident was 
not without its 
heroes and one of these 
was Frank 
Ryan, a brakeman 
on the 
express. . 
Ryan was caught 
in the wreck and 
had an artery severed. 
He was un­ 
conscious for nearly fifteen minutes 
and when he regained his senses his 
first thought wa3 of the Montreal ex­ 
press, which he knew was thundering 
down on the wreck with no brakeman 
In the rear to wave a warning signal 
In i few words Ryan 
told of the a;- 
orc aching danger and 
the Montreal 
express was stopped only a quarter of 
a mile from the rear of the wrecked 
train.

HEAVIEST EVER RECORDED 


Toll 
of Summer Victims of 
Alpine 
Accidents. 
Berne, Sept. IG.— The toll of sum­ 
mer victims of Alpine accidents is the 
heaviest ever recorded. 
Eighty per­ 
sons were killed and 
22 injured in 
ninety accidents this year as against 
the previous record of 7G fatalities in 
1906 in seventy-one accidents. Thirty- 
eight of the SO persons killed were 
guides, 31 were persons spending va­ 
cations In the Alpine pass and the re­ 
mainder were native flower gatherers, 
etc. 
Three-quarters of 
the fatalities 
were caused by falls over precipices. 
The others were due to avalanches, 
snow storms and lightning

Chicago 
Domestic 
Science 
Training 
school, Is to la? the “ queen of the kitch­ 
en," and she w ill have one maid, two 
waitresses and a dishwasher to assist 
her. 
There w ill I** three sessions each day, 
and they w ill be none too much for 
Mrs. H iller to tell all she knows alxjtit 
the cooking of coni.

are

taught to the pilgrim mothers when 
they weren't engaged iii massacring 
the pilgrim fa there. 
They knew how’ 
to parch corn to save It from the bac­ 
teria of which they never heard, and 
they knew many ways of grinding it 
and mixing It with the juices of meats. 
All parts of the country, with the 
Ironical exception of those great West­ 
on; tracts where most of the corn of 
th)* world is grown, contribute their 
recipes to the lectures which Mrs. H il­ 
ler is preparing. 
The corn land has 
been too busy raising com to discover 
new ways of preparing it. 
Com pone, 
such as only a southern mammy can 
make, 
w ill bo served. 
From New 
Hampshire there w ill l>e a baked pud­ 
ding made of Indian meal. 
Up In Ver­ 
mont they might serve spring lamb 
without mint sauce, blit they never 
would think of serving it without a 
porridge of white cornmeal. 
“From hasty pudding, the simplest 
kind of a dish, to the confections and 
Ice creams which are made or flavored 
with corn we are omitting nothing of 
w hich we ever have heard,” Mrs. H il­ 
ler says. 
Everything that is prepared In the 
kitchen is to be served free to the vis­ 
itors of the exposition.
